CuICcCAGO, Ill,, June 21.—The opening of the 
convention day findsthe clouds of political 
dissension clearing away, and it does not re- 
quire the divine gift of prophecy to predict 
the nomination of Grover Cleveland on the 
first ballot. 

This result of the contest is generally con- 
ceded now, both by the friends of Hill and 
Boies, the only two rivals of the ex-President 
fn the field to-day, although the ex-Presi- 
Gent’s opponents may go down to defeat 
with colors flying and the solid support of 
their respective States behind them. 

The official action of the Illinois delegation 
last night in deciding tocast the forty-eight 
votes of the Prairie State for Grover Cleve- 
Jand, and the resolve of the Indiana delega- 
tion to fallintothe same line with the thirty 
votes of that State, and finally the decision 
of the great Keyst one State to vote asa unit 
and cast the entire stxty-four votes of Penn- 
syivania forthe ex-President has removed 
all doubt from the situation. 

Gorman declares for the ex-President and 
says he will receive the unanimous support 
of the Maryland delegation. 

The friends of Morrison are among the 
Cleveland shouters, and the friends of 
Palmer, Pattison, Russell and Campbell are 
all numbered among the active supporters of 
the ex-President to-day.

£o secure are the Cleveland people in their 
position that they decided to make no fight 
against the selection of Hon. W. C. Owens of 
Kentucky as temporary chairman, Mr. 
Owens has been identified with the antt- 
Cleveland people and was a candidate of 
that faction for the temporary chairmanship. 
Until late last night the Cleveland people 
were fully resolved to oppose his election by 

tting up a Cleveland man as 

eir candidate. When the later advices 
Came in, however, showing that there was 
molongerany reasonable doubtof the ex- 
President’s nomination on the first ballot, 
the Cleveland managers concluded that they 
could afford to be magnanimous andthat no 
Might should be made against Owens—par- 
ticularly as a quibbie upon the qestion of 
temporary chairmanship in view of the ex- 
pressed confidence of the Cleveland leaders, 
might be constructed into an indication of 
weakness rather than of strength.

Asfor the platform the 
conservative resolution introduced witb re- 
gard to the silver question will hardly be op 
posed by any other than those representing 
the silver States who will not exercise any 
marked influence in the general body of dele- 
gates.

The 
chairman’s desk, withits engraved inscrip- 
tions, ‘‘Cleveland and Hendricks nominated 
over this desk July 11, 1884,”’ will bé@ almost 
buried beneath a profusion of palms and 
fiags and silken streamers.

TAMMANY MAKES TERMS. 

Tusnenhty is taking her defeat very grace- 
.fally. Half of her followers who are here on 
the ground say that their personal choice 
was Cleveland anyway. All-the Tammany 
District leaders have been engaged all morn- 
ing telegraphing home ordering a big cele- 
bration of Grover’s nomination just as soon 
as the announcement of ft is made. 

The New Yorkers still intend to vote for 
Hill, but all admit that the battle is over. 
The PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent talked 
with Croker, Chairman Murphy and Lieut. - 
Gov. Sheehan. They do not wish to be 
quoted, but they speak of Cleveland’s nom!i- 
nation as if it was already made. Hill, they 
say, has allowed himself to be made 
a fool of. He has believed every 
thing that has been favorable to 
him, and has worked on the principle that 
every delegate not actually instructed for 
Cleveland was a reliable Hill man. The trio 
also admit that they cannot gauge public 
sentiment outside of New York. What is 
good politics with them will not operate suc- 
cessfully in the nationalarena. Ex-Secre- 
tary Whitney, who, itis conceded here, has 
proven himself a greater political leader than 
was the late Daniel Manning, played with his 
New York opponents. 

However, it is believed that there is a bar- 
gain between Whitney and Tammany, and 
the good-natured way that Tammany is 
taking Cleveland’s practical victory con- 
firms this belief. By the terms of the agree- 
ment Tammany was not asked to suppor 
Oleveland, but only to fall into line after ti 
appeared that the ex-Presideht was nomi- 
Dated. 

For this Whitney has promised that Tam- 
many in case of Cleveiand’s nomination will 
receive her share of the patronage and be re- 
garded as the only organization in the me- 
tropolis. This is all Tammany  de- 
mands. It is very evident that 
the New York regulars will give 
Cleveland an honest support and that they 
will force Hill to go immediately to work for 
the success of the ticket.

CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO, Il., June 21.— 
A circus tent trebly magnified, with a dozen 
huge white pendants stretched from cover- 
ing to foor—that was the appearance of the

Convention assembled to-day. The sup- 
posed pendants of shining canvas were in 
reality stout posts supporting what appeared 
to be a mammoth circular canopy floating 
in the sky, but was in reality a 
substantial roofof wood raised some dis- 
tance above the walls toadmitlight and air 
above from every direction.

THE VOTING RESOLUTION. 


NOONAN’S CITY COUNSELOR HEADS THE MIS- 
SOUBI ANTI-CLEVELAND FORCES. 
OnICAGO, Ill., June 21.—City ‘Counselor W. 
©. Marshall says that he opposed instructing 
the Missourl delegates for Cleveland and 
binding them tothe unifrule because that 
sort of thing is un-Democratic and’ because 
the Sedalia Convention didn’t’ intend 
to tie down the deiegates. He 
was on the Committee on Rkesolu- 
tions at Sedalia. ‘*‘We found before us 
in that committee,’’ said he, a type-written 
resolution providing that ‘‘the delegates 
should be instructed for Clevelandand should 
vote asa unit on_ali questions. That was 
opposed and voted down, and a substitute 
vas adopted requesting the delegatesto use 
nll honorable means to nominate Mr. Cleve- 
land. How weak the words! The question 
was brovghtupin the caucus by Dr. Lutz, 
who wanted to know whether the 
delegation was instructed or not, 
and to my amazement that old 
Sedalfa resolution, the original one of in- 
Struction, without the substitute of re- 
quest was brought forward as the resolution 
that had been adopted by the committee and 
the convention. ‘The substitute had been 
pinnedto the original resolution over the 
lines about the instruction. Some of the 
men in the caucus said that the original reso- 
lution was the one that had been read to the 
convention and adopted, and I couldn’t con- 
tradict that because I had gone offto dinner 
while the resolutions were being read. If 
that was true, somebody unpinned the 
substitute and undid the whole work ofthe 
Committee on Resolutions. Besides this rea- 
son Il took the ground inthe caucus thatthe 
convention had noright toinstruct the dis- 

trict delegates, but they overrode me,’’ 

it Was given out to the press at the endof 
the caucus thatthe Cleveland resolution had 
been adopted unanimously. While this was 
true, it conveyed a wrong impression. There 
are fourteen men on the delegation who 
have shown by their votes that they would 
rather not vote for Cleveland. VW hen 
( ounselor Marshall’s party of anti-Cleveland 

fen saw that they were outnumbered, D. 
©. Alien of Liberty ‘offered a substitute for 
the ironclad Cleveland and unit rule resolu- 
tion. ‘ihis was that the delegation should 
vote for Cleveland so ltongasinthe judg- 
ment of the delegates there wasa chance of 
his nomination, Strong objection was made 
to this by Chairman Mafiltt and others on the 
ground that this would put it in the power of 
any delezate tostampevue the whole delera- 
tion whenever he got nervous and wanted to 
throw Cleveland overboard. Fourteen dele- 
gates voted for Allen’s substitute,and twenty 
against. Among those who stood with 
Counselor Marshall on this vote were Ed

Dr. Sam Frazer Dies Suddenly. Under 
Strange Circumstances. 


HIS PHYSICIANS SAY THAT MEDICINE 
TO INDUCE SLEEP KILLED HIM 


He Had Been Sick for Several Days and 
In His Greatly Debilitated Condition 
the Amount of Medicine He Took 
Proved -Fatal—The Deceased’s Career 
in St. Louis. ° . 


Dr. Samuel H. Frazer died at his late resi- 
dence, 8100 Easton avenue, last evening. 
The event seems to have been 
quite sudden and was certainly 
an unexpected shock to his large 
circle of acquaintances. His brother, Mr, 
Charles R: Frazer was seen at the, late res!i- 
dence this noon. He said that Dr. Frazer 
had been alling for several months; he com- 
plained of trouble with his 
stomach and seemed to be 
afraid of catarrh of the stomach. He 
also entertained the idea that he was going 
todie. Hewasone ofa family of ten chil- 
dren, whom his father brought to St. Louls, 
eight of whom had passed away before they 
reached the age of 50, and he,was ap- 
prehensive that he would follow suit 
soon, his 50th birthday coming next Febru- 
ary. He, however, managed to keep about 
until last Friday, when he did not go down 
to his office. On Monday morning 
he was seized with heart failure 
and became unconscious. Drs. Mudd and

Shortly after the doctor’s death the rumor 
became current among his frends that,-tn- 
duced by physical pain or some other cause, 
he had taken an overdose of some opiate to 
which death was attributable. Mr. Frazer’s 
brother was asked whether there was any 
foundation for such a report and he gaid 
there was not as faras he knew. 

DR. MOORE SEEN, 

Dr, Wm. G. Movre, 3041 Easton avenue, was 
interviewed concerning Dr. Frazer’s illness 
and its suddenness. e said that he did not 
understand that death was so very sudden— 
the doctor had been alling for some time, he 
understood. 

When told of the report in circultation 
that the physician bad taken an overdose of 
some drug, he said: 

‘*There are reasons for thinking that that 
may be so, but I refer you to Dr. Mudd for 
any details as to Dr. Frazer’siliness. He is 
the family physician, while I was only called 
in at Dr. Mudd’s request. I did not know Dr. 
Frazer, beyond occasionally having seen him 
across the street, and know nothing of the 


facts.’’

Dr. Henry H. Mudd, who was the first to 
attend Dr. Frazer after his condi- 
tion was discovered, was seen at 
his office at Jefferson avenue and 
Locust street by a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
this afternoon. Dr. Mudd, who was @ per- 
sonal friend of Dr. Frazer, denies the theory 
of suicide. 

“ao.” said Dr. Mudd, **there 
are no indications of suicide. He was 
overcome by the heatI think, in connection 
with his heart trouble. He took a sleeping 
but it was harmless. 
lexamined it. He wasinthe habit of using 
it. His wife saw him take it. He tooka 
smaller quantity than he was in the 
habit of taking. His system was out 
of order, however, and his stomach was not 
in a condition to receive the medicine. He 
had been sick and confined to his house for 
three days, and he had been living a little 
irregularly for some time past.

The Nominee for the Appellate Judgeship 
on the Law-and Its Judges: 


Atthe banquet of the Knights of St. Pat- 
rick Henry W. Bond, the Democratic nom- 
inee for Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, responded to the toast: ‘Poets,’ Ora- 
tors and Jurists.’’

But, Mr. Chairman and brother Knights of St. 
Patrick, neither the man who bodies forth imagina- 
tion, with the charm of music; nor the speaker, 
casting his spell over the heart, makeap the whole 
complementof life. In the great triumvirate of 
civilizing agencies, a third factor appears—the 
jurist. 

Just as the circling orbs are heid in exact poise by 
invisible law, so men’s livesare brought into har- 

by the mandates of truth and 
The jurist or lawyer (fer they 
a true sense convertible terms) 
isthe exponent of the best ethics of hisage. Itis 
his office by wise counsel and true decision to apply 
the standard of right. to reconcile discord and to 
raise men from the level of their passions to the 
calm heights of equity and peace. In the exercise 
of such functions the jurist finds his noblest service 
to his country, and to that profession which has de- 
creed that the awards of human conduct shall be 
measured by the ‘*golden metewand of the law,’’ 
and that the law itself shall not be one thing at 
Athens and another at Rome, Dut everywhere, at all 
times and among all people, the changeless rule of 
right, justice and truth. 

The law has played the greatest part in the drama 
of human life: without it civilization is impossible, 
and might and barbarianism wonld reign with un- 
checked sway; under its benign rule, the principles 
of justice and equality underlying it are wrought 
into the woof and warp of human life, and men have 
learned to substitute these for the wager of battles, 
or the will of kings. 

The law ig parent of allcivil liberty. Under its 
reigp freedom, with frontlet of light, rises over the 
world, dispelling the mists of misrule and driving its 
authors to some nook unpierced by the light of law. 
It is the grand mission of the juristto enforee the 
beneficent edicts of the law. No man can devote 
himself to these holy aims without imbibing some- 
what of their inspirations, as ‘‘the exposed fleece 
drinks in the dew."* 

Hence the jurist, unawed by power and untempted 
by gold, has been in all ages a bulwark and sure de- 
fense of liberty and innocence; and when their ene- 
mies have risen against them, he has drawn around 
them the circie of the law and appealed to that great 
consensus of right, omnipotent public opinion, that 
for justice ail place a temple and all season summer. 
The summit of human life and endeavor attained in 
the nineteenth century has been reached by poetry 
and oratory under the lead of law. 


BURGLAR-PROOF CASH-BOX. 


A Frenchman’s Device for the Safe-Keep- 
ing of Valuables. 


The ordinary cash-box, asa rule, offers no 
obstacles to the burglar, when he gets hold 
of it, for itis easily carriedaway. A French- 
man hastherefore tmproved on it, and con- 
structed a cash-box which is stationary and 
cannot be carried off. This box has a double 
bottom, the lower one of which is nothing 
more than an iron plate with an upturned 


ledge. This plate is fastened to the floor or 
the shelf, where it may be kept by means of 
screws. Four cranks penetrate the inside of 
the box. By setting the box on the plate and 
turning the key in.the Jock it is at once tight- 
ly fastened and securely attached to the 
plate. By means of a small lever, which 
passes through the cranks, and is operated 
at the same time that the lock is turned, the 
box becomes stationary with the place to 
which it is desired to secure it.

The Teachers Committee Drops 
the 0’ Fallon School Principal. 


Prof. Butler’s Fate Still Hanging in 
‘the Balance, 


SUPT, LONG IN NO DANGER OF LOSING 
HIS PLACE. 


Strict Secrecy Maintained by the Teach- 
ers Committee in Regard to Their 
Proceédings—Proft Butier Sends in His 
Resignation and Withdraws It—Pro- 
motions Recommended by the Com- 
mittee Last Night. 


There has been fire as well as smoke in the 
investigating sessions the Teachers’ OCom- 
mittee have been holding behind closed doors 
of late. Yesterday’s Post-DIsPATCH con- 
taiped the announcement that the official 
head of Principal M, D. Mugan of the O’Fal- 
lon School wasin jeopardy.

It was reported on the 
Streets this morning that Mr. Mugan had 
been relieved of his position 
and a rigid investigation confirmed 
the report. Mr. Mugan did not Know yester- 
Gay, it appears, that his removal was con- 
templated, and when he was asked by a 
Post-DisPpaTca representative. he said that 
it was only areport andthat there was no 
foundation for § it. There are sev- 
eral causes assigned for Mr. Mugan’s 
decapitation and on this subject the mem- 
bers of the Teachers Committee are very 
relicent. In fact, they bave refused to dis- 
close any information on thé matters that 
kept them behind loeked doors in protracted 
sessions. Despite their reticence, however, 
itcan be said that Mr. Mugan will not be 
at the head of the O'Fallon or any 
other of the St. Louis public schools next ses- 
sionunless he receives a reconsideration of 
the action takenin his case. He might geta 
majority of the board to refase to approve 
that portion of the report. affecting him, 
but ft is hardly probable the can ac- 
complish this much, as the Teach- 
ers Committee report is generally 
its entirety.

Several People Injured by a. Suburban 
Naat Electric Train. 


IT DASHES INTO J, & SHAFFN ER’S CAR- 
- RIAGE RUNNING AT HIGH SPEEED, 


Mr. Shaftner,His Wife and Three Children, 

and Two Children of J. A. Kelly Pitched 

« Into the Air—The Injuries Zustained by 

the Unfortungtes—Soveral Other Acci- 
dents ofa Serious Nature. 


A west-bound train on the City & Suburban 
Railway, drawn by motor car No, 85, and 
manned by Motorman Richardson, collided 
with a carriage at 9 o’clock last night at the 
Sarah street crossing,wrecking the vebicle and 


: 


seriously injuring its occupants, consisting 
of J. 8. Shaffner, his wife and three children, 
andtwo children of J. A. Kelly, a neighhor, 
all colored. From all 
dent was the outgrowth of care- 
lessness on the part of the train 
motorman, who, itis said, was going at a 
rate of speed approaching twenty miles an 
hour, and who failed to sound his geng on 
nearing the crossing—at least several wit- 
nesses igcluding Shaffner and the*balance of 
his party state that they gid not hear any 
signal, 

After striking the carriage, which was 
squarely on the track when the crash came, 
the train is said to haye been 
going so rapidly that it ran 
several hundred yards before it could be 
brought to a standslill, leaving the ground 
strewn behind with theinjured. Nearly all 
of the victims were disabled and hag to 
be carried into the house of Mr. 
Joseph Stein, who lives near by 
at 929 Sarah street, when medical 
assistanee was summoned, Dr. J. L. Day 
was the first to arrive and he was soon joined 
by Dr. Tuttle, the rallway company’s 
surgeon, Yheright arm of Annie Kelly, 12 
yéars old, was found to be broken below the 
eluow, and she was also seriously cut 
about the head and body, Shaffner’s little 
sOn was prostrate, as is supposed, from in- 
ternalinjuries, Shaffiner himself had his hip 
disabled, and his wite and daughters were 
severely bruised and used up. 

The neighborhood for seyeral hours after 
the accident oecurred was the scene of the 
most intense excitement and the 
confusion which immediately : 
lowed the clash brought out many: 
expressions of a prevailing sentiment in that 
neighbourhood strongly condemning the 
motormen onthe road for alleged careless- 
ness in running their tratns s0 rapidly 
through that section, That the damage done 
was not more serious than it was is some- 
thing of a miracle. 

Shaffner claims to have several witnesses 
who will substantiate his statements with 
reference to Motorman Richardson, Shaifner 
resides at 4256 St. Ferdinot street, and is em- 
ployed by Pratt, Simmons & Co., a wholesale 
house.

Rev. Campbell Advocates Entertain- 
‘ments as an Adjunct to Church Work. 


. > 
RELIGIOUS INTEREST TO BE AROUSED 
BY AFFORDING PROPLE PLEASURE. 


The Pastor of the Goode Avenue M. E. 
Church Advances Seme¢ Ideas Which 
are Creating Considerable Discussion— 
He Believes in Advertising—‘‘The 


Magnetism of Ice Cream.’’ : 


The paper read by the Rev. Dr. Campbell, 
pastor of the Goode Avenue M. KE, Church, 
before the ministers’ meeting yesterday, en- 
titied **The Church’s Opportunities and How 
to Keach the People,’’ created something of 
aneccilesiastical furor among that class of 
church workers whd are pronounced oppo- 
nentsto any diversion which threaters the 
aecepted form and teachings of orthodox re- 
ligion. Dr. Campbell's paper is not an inno- 
vation, however, haying fur its Dasis the 
teaching of intellectual and physical as wellas 
spiritual religion, an idea which itp some of 
its component parts, and perhaps in different 
form, is being advanced by some of the fore- 
most exponents of thechurch. In fine, Dr. 
Campbell thinks the end justifies the means. 

To begin with, his paper is builded largely 
on the result of the church census, known as 
hguse to house visitation, which was made in 
this city in May of last year, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the number of people 
who did pot attend ehurch, The re- 
Bult showe4 17,678 families and 60,000 children 
Who did pot attend Sunday-sehoo]. The 
paper suggests that this condition of affairs 
isaimenace tothe church, and algo that it is 
a noticeable fact that there isa diversion of 
the multitudes from the chureh, tor causes 
obvious and apparent, and that there should 
be methods inaugurated withig the church 
with the view to providing some remedy for 
this state of affairs. ‘ 

ADVOCATES AMUSEMENTS, 

Onthe theory that the end justifies the 
means, Dr, Campbell advocates that 
the chureh, its environments and 
connections be made as attractive ag is 
consistent, and that those attractions and 
Pleasures which may be found outside be 
ay te within the church elircle. He 

olds that many people who do not go to 
church because of preference or tancy are 
not necessarily non-reiigious believers and 
averse to the church, but are in many cases 
Christians and may be brought into 
the flock if the proper means is de- 
Visgd for doing sO, hie thinks 
there is a tendency to isolation in city Ufe, 
because of a limited knowledge of each 
other, the outgrowth of which ig less care 
for others and jess restraint on one’s self. 
that men with identity lost will do many 
things which the wholesome restraint of the 
compunionship of friends would prevent, 
end he therefore belleves that the masses 
should be gathered into the fold, If by no 
other means than the adopting of church 
methods which will attract them, The paper 
continues: 

**This social demand is recognized and met 
by the men, to whose wisdom the Savior bore 
testimony. Accurdingly the saloon and the 
theater are handsomely furnished. Music, 
vocal and instrumental, are enlisted with 
tellihg effect. ‘The church must recognize 
these as competitors. The Sunday newspa- 
peris, too,in the field,presenting an array of 
subjects interesting to every class, giving 
much thatisharmifuland destroying the dé- 
Yotiona) spirit, while it keeps many from the 
discharge of their religious obligations.’’ 

To meet the demands of the times the 
Rev. Campbell thinks the church should vie 
with outside attractions: provide library 
open every week-day night and gymnasium 
with abundant apparatus. 

A BUGGESTED PROGRAMME. 

The words ‘‘abundant apparatus’’ touched 
up the members of the meeting perceptibly 
and some of them avowed their disapproval 
of several games, bowling alley in particu- 


lar. 

With reference to the Epworth League the 
paper says: 

‘*We look to the Epworth League in our 
church to meetthe demands o! the young in 
matters intellectual and social as well as 
spiritual. A brief outline ts herewith sub- 
piltted showing how this society may in part 
solve this prob em for the future. Give one 
night each month to a social in which 
innocent but not chiidish games may he 
used. Recitations and songs may help much to 
enchance the evening's pleasure while the 
magnetism of ice cream and other scasonable 
dainties shoald be kept in mind, 
Another night to literary and musical enter- 
tainment, a third to a course of lectures and 
a fourth toa religious service. 

‘*‘We may turther add the wise useof print- 
rs’ ink. Invite, urge the people to come, 
Velcome them heartily when they respond— 

by some means keep the church in the minds 
of the people.’’ 

Among other changes the paper advocates 
less formality in evening services.

DEATH AT SEA. 


Dreadful Calamity on Board a 


French Cruiser. 


Fifteen of the Crew Scalded and 
Suffocated. 


WHE DISASTER CAUSED BY AN EXPLOD- 
ING BOILER. 


The Sufferers, Crazed With Pain, Fight 
Their Rescuers—Fire Adds Its Terrors 
to the Scene—All Discipline Lost in the 
General Oommotiog-—Steering Ma- 
cohinery Broken Down—Casualty 
Record. 


Brest, June 21.—A terrible accident oc- 
@urred yesterday on board the new French 
cruiser Dupuy de Lome, 6,480 tons. Orders 
had been given for the vessel to make a trial 
of her machinery, and while this trial was in 
progress the end of one of the botlers broke 
out. The fire-room immediately became filled 
with scalding steam and a sulphurous, suffo- 
cating smoke was caused by water reaching 
and extinguishing the fire under the boller. To 
make the situation worse, the electric lights 

t out and the fire-room was left in dark- 
mess. The engineers and stokers were una- 
Die to escape until the chief engineer and an 
outsiaer rushed down the fire-room 
ladder and broke open the door of the com- 
partment. Thena most horrible, sickening 
sight presented itself. Men were lying on the 
Geck delirious from the agony caused by ter- 
Tible injuries that they had sustained. Some 
were writhing in convulsions,their blackened 
and distorted faces and fearfully blistered 
bodies, arms and legs presenting a sight at 
once sickening and heartrending. Several of 
the men, in their torture, had bitten them- 
selves on thelrarms and hands and had at- 
tacked their equally unfortunate companions 
and had bitten them. In some cases men 
were heaped together in struggling, writhing 
masses, and it required considerable effort to 
separate them. Thedeck of the fire-room was 
covered with hot water from the exploded 
Doller to the depth of two or three inches. 
In this the men lay, every second adding ‘to 
the terrible scalding they had received. 
Efforts were at once made to get them out of 
the room, but this task was rendered difficult 
through the fact that they were absolutely 
crazy with pain and attacked their would-be 
Fescuers with their hands, feetand teeth, in 
@ome cases inflicting quite severe injuries. 
The hot water also added tothe difficulty the 
men experienced, and finally it was found 
mecessary to grasp them and drag them out, 
Fifteen were dying when they were taken out 
to the ship’s hospital, and a number of others 
will undoubtedly dieinashorttime. Besides 
their external injuries, nearly all of them in- 
haled steam, and this would be sufficient to 

cause death. 

At the timethe boller blew out an explo- 


fion occurred inthe coal bunkers and set thd 


cruiseronfire. The crew were at once sum- 
moned to fire quarters, and hose were laid to 
the bunkers. The donkey engines were 
started and soonthe fire was got under con- 
trol. 

The twoaccidents caused some breach in 
the usual man-of-war’s discipline, and some 
ofthe officers appeared to have lost their 
heads. While nearly everybody on board 
the cruiser was attempting to rescue the in- 
jured in the fre-room and fighting the fire 
in the bunkers, the quartermasters reported 
that they could not handle the ship. An in- 
vestigation was made, when it was found 
that the steering apparatus had broken 
down. Thecruiser was perfectly helpless, 
and signals were hoisted asking for assist- 
ance. She was finally taken in tow and

When the case was first 
reported it was supposed to be more a 
case of blackmail, but it is now believed Neill 
himself poisoned the giris and he was again 
remanded to allow the detectives to work 
upon evidence. There is also a stronre 
suspicion that Neill pras concerned in the 
killing of the two giris, Ellen Dodsworth and 
Matilda Clover, whose deaths are known to 
have been due tostrychnine, Great interest is 
manifested in the case, and the court-room 
was crowded with curious listeners, inciud- 
inganumber of young giris of the unfortu- 
nate class towhich the victims of the pris- 
oner belonged. 


GRANTED A NEW TRIAL. 

MCLEANSBORO, iIill., June 21.—Deputy 
Sheriff H. M. Irvin has gone to Chester, Il., 
forthe purpose of bringing back Phillip 
Smith, who has been granted a new trial for 
killing Frank Bennett on New Year’s eve, 
1891. 

Smith was arrested twice and given twenty 
years inthe State prison at Chester. As he 


was already about 65 years old the sentence 
was considered to be equivalent to life. A 
motion for a new trialwas made and denied 
and the prisoner was sentenced and taken 
speedily to Chester. The case was appealed 
tothe Supreme Court ana last,Friday the 
decision ofthe Circuit Court was reversed 
and Smith granted a new trial. 


MURDER IN A CHURCH. 

BRISTOL, Tenn., June 21.—Henry Stoddard, 
a young Kentucky outlaw, isin jail at Weise 
Court-house, Va., for a murder he committed 
Sunday in Pike County, Ky., news of which 
has just reached here, He was drunk at 
church Sunday and was misbehaving very 
badly. Young Hatfield, who was sitting 


next to him, remarked that he might be in- 
dicted unless he kept quiet. Stoddard struck 
him a blow on the mouth with his hand. As 
Hatfield tried to ward it off Stoddard plunged 
a knife into his side. He died in less than 
five minutes. 


PREFERRED DEATH TO CAPTURE. 
CALForD, Conn., June 2).—Alfred Watts 
walked into the house of Miss Lydia Chitten- 
don yesterday in broad daylight and 
demanded her money. Miss Chittendon is 65 
years of ageand lives alone. He thereupon 
knocked her down and tried to shoot her, but 
his revolver missed fire. The woman’s 
screams aroused the neighbors, who rushed 
after Watts. When he saw his pursuers over- 
taking him he threatened to shoot and they 
returned totown. He was again located and 
ursued later inthe dav, and when about to 
overtaken he turned the weapon which he 
carried upon himself and inflicted wounds 
which caused his death. Watts was well 
known in town, having lived here eleven 

years. He was always a hard drinker. 


MURDBR AND LYNCHING. 
MOARK, Mo., June 21.—A report states that 
Henry Carson shot and killed Perry Goodsell 
atthe saw-mill settlement, a few miles up 
the river, and was lynched.

They Meet in National Convention in 


PATRIOTIC ADDRESS OF SECRETARY 
WM. H. JOHNSON. 


The Republican Party Has Outlived Its 
Usefulness and Can Do Nothing for the 
Colored Race—Seventeen States Rep- 
resented—Missouri People’s Party 
State Convention—General Politics. 


CuIcaeo, June 21.—The colored men’s na- 
tional Democratic convention met this morn- 
ing atillo’clock. The meeting was called to 
order by the National Secretary and Wm. H. 
Johnson of Albany was made chairman. In 
taking the chair Mr. Johnson said: ‘*‘We are 
here to-day because we believe that the Re- 
publican party has outlived its usefulness, at 
least so far as it relates to the negro and his 
prosperity, and that it is our duty to cast 
about for a safeand moresureaachorage. We 
believe that Grover Oleveland, when Presi. 
dent of the United States, gave the best as- 
surance possible that under Democratic rule 
the Afro-American’s best interests, his liberty 
and happiness were fully conserved.

A close union is desired by the book 
hands, who far outnumber the pressmen, 
and this scheme is favored by some, while 
others desire to maintain their separate or- 
ganizations. The convention was called to 
order by the national President, Geo. W. 
Miller of Philadelphia. Councilman C. P. 
Walbridge then made an address, welcoming 
the delegates tothe city and giving ajshort 
review of the development of the influence 
exerted by the press andof the great part

press work, the greater partof which was 
due to the inventions made by those whose 
work lay in handling the press. The report 
of President Miller was next in order. 
He gave an account oof the de- 
velopment of the 
the past year, showing a most gratifying in- 
crease in membership. Strikes had been al- 
most unknown, the relations between e6m- 
ployers and employed having been most 
satisfactory. The relations between the

HIS UNHAPPY BOYHOOD. 


Lord Lytton and His Sad Youth—Its Im- 
pression Upon Him. 
From the Minneapolis Times. 

He had an unhappy childhood, a Bohemian 
home, where bitter quarrels were rife, and 
poverty, or something very like it, stood 
often at the door. 

Of his two parents, whom he equally tried 
to love, the great novelist, his father, with 
all his brilliancy of witand lMterary sensi- 
bility, was a mere egotist in domestic lifes, 
and from first to last fulfilled almost no duty 
ofa parent toward him, while his mother 
was what the world has seen her and what 
she has herself published to the world. 

Lord Lytton’s tenderness toward his father 
was atouchingtraitof his affectionate char- 
acter, and inall his many talks I do not re- 
member to have heard a single word of 
bitterness escape his lipsabout him. It is 
pleasantto think this fllal piety was fre- 
warded late in the unbounded love of his own 
children, for nothing really is lost to those 
who give freely, and their bread cast 
on the waters returns to them aiways, 
though it may be after many days. ‘His one 
absorbing affection, however, in childhood 
was for his sister, a year older than him : 
whom he had the misery of losing when he 
was still a boy, and under circumstances 
which made her death most bittertohim. I 
do not think he ever quite forgot his early 
grief, and traces of it may be found, if I mis- 
take not, throughout his writings. 

He was launched early onthe world. Ati17 
his uncle, Sir Henry Buiwer, afterward Lord 
Dalling, obtained him his first nomination in 
diplomacy, and he was sent abroad to shift 
as he could for himself on a very insufficient 
allowance, which for a while even ceased 
entirely. rd Lytton has told me that at 
the time he was writing ‘‘Lucile’’ he was 
‘without money resources of any kind, and I 
know that at another earlier periodhe was 
within alittle of committing suicide as an 
ae from miseries greater than he could 

ar. 


What saved him through all was his poe- 
try. His first volume, ‘‘Ulytemnestra,’’ 
published when he was 24 under the name of 

‘Owen Meredith,’’ wasa very clear success 
—as much so as .Mr. Swinburne’s ‘‘Ata- 
lanta’’—and the public praise it won gave 
him hisfirst feeling of self-confidence, and 
s0 the courage needed by his timid and sen- 
sitive nature to fight out his life’s battle.

It is nerally believed that as 
our satellite cooled down the water pene- 
trated into the interior, and was there seized 
upon by the minerals, which ulred water 
in order that they might assume their appro- 
priate crystalline forms. The water on the 
moon has, therefore, according to this view, 
become transformed into a solid form incor- 
ted with the bodily texture of the globe.

*‘*Where’s your crudenshells?’’ 

This was the inquiry made ofa Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter who presented himself at 
Stolle’s Hall last night to witness the ball 
given there under the auspices of the None 
Such Club of Chicago. The None Such Club 
isan aggregation of Chicago’s cake walk 
colored people, and the ball last night was 
given for the purpose of ‘‘takin’ the shine 
out of St. Louls niggahs what thinks 
th’selves some punkins.’’ 

The Post-DisPpaATCH man explained who he 
was. The saffron-hued doorkeeper looked 
kind of doubtful for a minute, and then said 
considerately: 

‘*Well, I guess you can go in, but wifont 
crudenshells you can’t dance mif none of de 
ladies.’’ 

These terms were perfectly acceptable to 
the Post-DIsPaATCH man. Assembled in the 
hall were ‘‘de creme ds la creme’’ of Chicago 
colored society. Thereputation of the Windy 
Oity for show was well sustained by the 
costumes of the select. Greater varieties of 
color and more striking contrasts were never 
seen in St. Louis. While it may be trueas one 
of the crestfallen Morgan street dandies 
asserted that ‘‘the Chicago dude is out uv 
sight,’’ he is certainly within hearing. His 
make up is vociferous. Ifhe got up to speak 
inthe convention no one would ever cry 
**louder’’ at him.’’ As for the Ohicago belle,

WITH THEIR DEAD. 


The Blaine Family in Chicago—Funeral 


To-Morrow. 

CuIcaGo, June 20.—Promptly at3 o’clock 
this afternoon the North Shore limited train, 
carrying the Blaine familly, arrived at the 
Michigan Southern Depot. A moment later 
James G,. Bldine stepped out on the platform 
and alighted. He was followed by Mrs. 
Blaine and daughter, Harriet. Though 


travel-stained, fatigued by the long journey 
and bowed down witb grief, the statesman’s 
Step appeared firm and elastic. Ashe ada- 
Vanced to those who were awaiting his 
arrival he gave one the impression of beinga 
man who had determinecly arisen superior 
to his sorrow. The grief-stricken family were 
met at the depot by Cyrus H. McCormick,Jr., 
and James G. Blaine, Jr. They were at 
once driven to the McCormick residence, 
where for a short time father, mother, 
brother and sister were leftalone.

he Small Doses of Morphine Until 
Enough for His Purpose Had Been 
Accumulated—Jall Officials Find Him 
in the Last Agonies of Death—His 
Crime. 


Cuicago, Ill., June 21.—Dr. Henry Martyn 
Scudder, the famous physician who stood 
charged with the murderof his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Mary Dunton, under circumstances 
with which the country has become familiar, 
and was awaiting trialin the county jail for 
the crime, died from the effects of adose of 
morphine, apparently self-administered, at 
an early hour this morning. The doctor had 
been in good spirits during the day. He 
chatted pleasantly upon a variety of themes 
and at night ate a hearty supper. After sup- 
per heseemed to be in a more talkative 
humor than usual and his tendencies ran to 
story and anecdote telling. At 8:30 the door 
of his cell was locked for the night. Soon 
afterwards the night wardens hearda series 
of deep groans issuing from the cell, and on 
entering they discovered Dr. Scudderin a 
dying condition. A physician was called, but 
his efforts were unavailing. A few moments 
after his arrival Dr. Scudder died. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of George Painter, a 
condemned murderer, who occupied a cell 
next to that of the doctor, the latter was 
given small doses of morphine, and the sup- 
position is that he had saved these portions 
tilihe had accumulated a sufficient quantity 
to end his life. The object of the muraer, it 
was claimed by the prosecution, was a deter- 
mination to put Mrs. Dunton out of the way 
after having forged her will, sothat his wife 
would become her principal heir. Mrs. Dun- 
ton’s skull wascrushed bya heavy wooden 
club. Insanity was the plea offered, and the 
case was several times continued inthe Crim- 
inal Court, to secure testimony on the point 
from a witness in’ India, where he once lived 


with his father, who was stationed there as a 
missionary. His trial was set for July. 


Arcot, Indla, and a physician by profession, 

was married in New York, in 1873, to Bessie 
Morris Scudder. Shortly atter this he met 
Dora Dunton, the adopted daughter of Mr. 

and Mrs. F.H. Dunton and heir to their prop- 
erty. valued at $125,000. Itis claimed that 
Scudder became attached to Miss l)unton. 
The death of his wife soon thereafter was to be 
made the base of a grave charge against 
the prisoner. Malpractice is said: to have 
caused her death. He collected the insurance 
money andin September last married Dora 
Dunton. At that time Mrs. Dunton was very 
sick with a fibro-cystic abdominal tumor and 
her physician, Dr. Leavitt, told the family it 
would terminate fatally within afew months. 

Dr. Scudder supposed that Mrs. Dunton had 
willed her property direct to his wife, but 
late tn December last he ascertained that the 
will gave Mr. Dunton a life interest in the 
estate, and that Dora would not get the 
property until her father died. 

THEORY OF THE PROSECUTION. 

From this point the theory of the prosecu- 
tion was this: Knowing that Mrs. Dunton’s 
death was near at hand Dr. Scudder resolved 
to ‘‘remove’’ Mr. Dunton, and then wait for 
the fatal termination of Mrs. Dunton’s sick- 
ness to put the property In his wife’s posses- 
sion. In pursuance of this plan he went to 
the office of Mr. Dunton’s paper, the Spirit of 
the Turf, on Feb. 18, whentheold gentieman 
was alone, and said: 

‘*Why, father, what’s the matter with you? 
I never saw you looking so badly. I must give 
you a stimulant.’’ 

Mr. Dunton protested that he was not feel- 
ing ill, Dut Dr. Scudder insisted upon admin- 
istering the ‘‘stimulant.’’ Just what he 
gave Mr. Dunton is not Known, but it was 
evidently his expectation that death would 
result speedily, and on the body being found 
in the office under natural circumstances the 
decision of the Coroner would be ‘‘death by 
heart disease,’’ or apoplexy. For some un- 
known reason, however, the drug, while it 
made Mr. Dunton very sick, did not have the 
fatal effect expected. Soon after administer- 
ing it Dr. Scudder left the office, and within 
ten minutes Mr. Dunton was seized witha 
sickness, Which in many wars resembled 
paralysis, and from the effects of which he 
has not yet fully recovered. 

Foiled in this attempt Dr. Scudder at once 
mapped out a new line of action. He sudden- 
ly became very attentive to his mother-in- 
law and suggested to her that it was only 
right that she should make some small be- 
quests in her wlll to relatives whom she had 
overlooked. This struck the old lady asa 
good idea, and as the poisoning of Mr. Dun- 
ton was not then suspected, she instructed 
Dr. Scudder to havea new willdrawnup by 
which Mr. Dunton would retain his life inter- 
estin her estate, but about $10,000 would be 
divided among needy relations. The docu- 
ment was taken to Mrs. Dunton on Feb. 19 b 
Dr. Scudder and she signed it, with himself, 
his 14-year-old daughter and a young niece as 
witnesses. When the old lady signed 
this will Dr. Scudder had another in his 
pocket, by which all the property was given 
unconditionally to his wife, but this second 
will lacked the signatures of maker and wit-

SCUDDER’S EARLY LIF 

The high social standing of ‘the accused 
made thecase one of great interest. Dr. 
Scudder wasthe son of the venerable ex- 
passe of Plymouth Congregational Church 
nthis city. He wasa slim, spare man of 40, 
with a high forehead and a clean-cut intel- 
lectual face. Possessed of great neryous 
force and energy, he has been a leader among 
men. His eyes were snarP and penetrating, 
he had a determined-looking mouth and a 
nose which is usually s neeores to De- 
token a philanthropist. standing 
asa physician was high and few menof his 
years have hada more extended or success- 
ful practice. He graduated from Yale and 
studied medicine in all the noted colle +4 
and hospitals in New York, Paris, Lon 
and Berlin. Hie was born in India while nis 
parents were there on missionary work and 
returned there after his first marriage in 
1873, remaining tn Areot and Madras until 
1883, when he decided to come back to Amer- 
ica. In 1885 he was made chief <-ag 
of the great Armour Mission in Chi- 
cago and had been a. member of the 
Advisory Committee and an officer of 
the Sunday-school ever since, Dr. Scudder 
was also the head obstetrician at st. Luke’s 
Hospital, chief surgeon of the Mutual Accl- 
dent Association of the Northwest, and medi- 
cal director of the Chicago Guaranty Fund Life 
Society. Nobody ever questioned his sanity 
until after his arrest, and while he has done 
many things since his arrest which look like 
the actions of a crazy man, he has also Deen 
very shrewd on vita points. He has assaulted 
his fellow prisoners and choked his aged 
father, andon the other hand he refused to 
talk about the murder and gave notice that 
he would not offer the forged will for probate. 

THE FAMILY NOTIFIED. 

It was 8 o’clock this morning when Dr. 
Scudder’s wrother, Kev. Mr. Scudder, and 
his wife were apprised of his death, They 
were found at Rev. Scudder’s residence on 
Thirty-third street, near Wailace. Mr. Scud- 
der was first informed. He realized that the 
message about to be deliveredto him brought 
sad news, and his first inquiry was concern- 
ing his brother. 

5 anything the matter with Henry?’’ he 
as 

He was told that he had died inthe County 
Jail, and at the announcement Mr. Scudder’s 
face suddenly paled. He sprang from his 
chair, paced the floor for a moment and then 
took his seat again without having uttered a 
word. 

*‘*So my brother isdead,’’ he exclaimed at 
+ in an abstracted way. ‘‘l had expected 
this.’’ 

After Mr. Scudder had recovered trom the 
first sudden shock of the news, he was able 
to talk with clearness about his brother’s 
death. Hedid so before he notified his sis- 
ter-in law, who was sleeping in an upstairs 
room. 

**My impressionis that he committed sul- 
cide. For several months he bad evinced 
suicidal tendencies, and in fact we all be- 
lieved that he could not betrusted alone. He 
often told his wife he, wou!d kill himself some 
day and was subject to spells of despondency 
that seemed to increase in violence. Mrs. 
Scudder always tried to cheer him and would 
often succeed, but there still remained the old 
desire inhis mind. He would say tbat he 
would some day throw himself under the 
wheels ofa railroad train rather than live.’”’ 

**How do you thing he secured the mor- 
phine, on the supposition, of course, that 
his death was caused by morphine polson- 
ing?’’ was asked. 

‘*l certainly do not Know,’’ Mr. Scudder 
replied with emphasis. ‘*He was never given 
any morphine to my knowlege, althoughI 
believe he did take a drug Known as sulphinal 
toinduce sleep. When he was first taken 
to the hospital Dr. Noble noticed the 
evidences of suicidal tendency, and after he 
was removed tothe county jail I cautioned 
the officers to guard against any possibility 
of him killing himself. We feared he might 
throw away his food and starve himself to 
death, but that we thought would be detected 
by the attendants. Henry had great difm- 
culty In getting his breath at times, and it is 
possible his death may have been caused by 
heart failure.’’ 

‘*When did you last see your brother?’’ 

‘*Yesterday. I told him he was looking un- 
usually well, and he seemed pleased by the 
remark. He wrotea letter to his wife, which 
seemed to cheer her up.’ 

Mr. Scudder then excused himself for 
a few moments, saying he would go up-stairs 
and awaken Mrs. Scudder. What transpired 
in her room is known only to her brother and 
herself. There was one scream that re- 
sounded through the house—a scream that 
bore evidence of a heart whose chords had 
been suddenly snapped by the news thata 
loved one was dead. Mrs. Scudder sank back 
on her pillow helpless in her grief. 

‘*] fear that she does not fully comprehend 
what it all means,’’ said Mr, Scudder, *‘and 
when a tull realization does come, I am 
afraid it will be a deathbDlow to her reason.’’

The next day, Sunday, Feb. 21, he went to 
the home of the Duntons on Aidine Square 
and beat Mrs. Dunton: onthe head with an 
obstetrical. instrument wrapped in white 
cloth, And here the most curious part of the 
whole story lies. The murder was witnessed 
by Hannah Johnson, a domestic, and told to 
Others of the family.

Dunton insensible and dying from 
a@fractured skull. He clipped away her 
hair and discovered five terrible gashes 
in her head, anyone of which would 
cause death, The death certificate which 
was granted, however, made no mention of 
this. * ‘Organic heart disease, ** according to 
his record, was the cause of death. Under- 
taker Russ sent an assistant named Brezee 
(who is now missing) tolay out the body. It 
was placed in the casket and sealed. Nobody 
was allowed to look at the body, which was 
sent to Janesville, Wis., for burial. It was 
not until Tuesday March il, nearly two 
weeks after the murder, that an expose was 
made, On that day Dr. Scudder callea upon 
Mr. Dunton and told him he had a will which 
gave the property to his wife. Then Mr. 
Dunton ordered himout of the house. In 
following up this theory the prosecution 
will insist aoe explanations on the stand 
from the four peopie—Hannah Johnson, Mr, 
Duntoa, Mr. Levitt and Undertaker Russ.

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Dr. Henry Martyn Scudder Committed 
' Suicide in His Cell, 


: 


CHARGED WITH KILLING MES. MARY 
-, DUNTON, HIS MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

‘He Saved Small Doses of Morphine Until 

‘Enough for His Purpose Had Been 

Accumulated—Jall Officials Find Him 

in the Last Agonies of Death—His 

Crime. 


CuHIcaGo, Ill., June 21.—Dr. Henry Martyn 
Scudder, the famous physician who stood 
charged with the murderof his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Mary Dunton, under circumstances 
with which the country has become familiar, 
and was awaiting trialin the county jail for 
the crime, died from the effects of adose of 
morphine, apparently self-administered, at 
an early hour this morning. The doctor had 
been in good spirits during the day. He 
chatted pleasantly upon a variety of themes 
and at night ate a hearty supper. After sup- 
per heseemed to be in a more talkative 
humor than usual and his tendencies ran to 
story and anecdote telling. At 8:30 the door 
of his cell was locked for the night. Soon 
afterwards the night wardens heard a series 
of deep groans issuing from the cell, and on 
entering they discovered Dr. Scudderin a 
dying condition. A physician was called, but 
his efforts were unavailing. A few moments 
after his arrival Dr. Scudder died. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of George Painter, a 
condemned murderer, who occupied a cell 
next to that of the doctor, the latter was 
given small doses of morphine, and the sup- 
position is that he had saved these portions 
tilihe had accumulated a sufficient quantity 
to end his life. The object of the muraer, it 
was claimed by the prosecution, was a deter- 
mination to put Mrs. Dunton out of the way 
after having forged her will, sothat his wife 
would become her principal heir. Mrs. Dun- 
ton’s skull wascrushed bya heavy wooden 
club. Insanity was the plea offered, and the 
case was several times continued in the Crim- 
inal Court, to secure testimony on the point 
from a witness in India, where he once lived 
with his father, who was stationed there asa 
missionary. His trial was set for July. 

Henry Martyn Scudder, aged 40, a native of 
Arcot, Indla, and a physician by profession, 
was married in New York, in 1873, to Bessie 
Morris Scudder. Shortly after this he met 
Dora Dunton, the adopted daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. F.H. Dunton and heir to their prop- 
erty. valued at $125,000. Itis claimed that 
Scudder became attached to Miss Dunton. 
The death of his wife soon thereafter was to be 
made the base of a grave charge against 
the prisoner. Malpractice is said to have 
caused her death. He collected the insurance 
money andin September last married Dora 
Dunton. At that time Mrs. Dunton was very 
sick with a fibro-cystic abdominal tumor and 
her physician, Dr. Leavitt, told the family it 
would terminate fatally w ithin.a few months. 
Dr. Scudder supposed that Mrs. Dunton had 
willed her property direct to his wife, but 
late in December last he ascertained that the 
will gave Mr, Dunton a life interest in the 
estate, and that Dora would not get the 
property until her father died. 

THEORY OF THE PROSECUTION. 

From this point the theory of the prosecu- 
tion was this: Knowing that Mrs. Dunton’s 
death was near at hand Dr. Scudder resolved 
to ‘‘remove’’ Mr. Dunton, and then wait for 
the fatal termination of Mrs. Dunton’s sick- 
ness to put the property in his wife’s posses- 
sion. In pursuance of this plan he went to 
the office of Mr. Dunton’s paper, the Spirit of 
the Turf, on Feb. 18, whentheold gentleman 
was alone, and said: 

‘*Why, father, what’s the matter with you? 
I never saw you looking so badly. I must give 
you a stimulant.’”’ 

Mr. Dunton protested that he was not feel- 
ing ill, Dut Dr. Scudder insisted upon admin- 
istering the ‘‘stimulant.’’ Just what he 
gave Mr. Dunton is not Known, but it was 
evidently his expectation that death would 
result speedily, and on the body being found 
in the office under natural circumstances the 
decision of the Coroner would be ‘‘death by 
heart disease,’’ or apoplexy. For some un- 
known reason, however, the drug, while it 
made Mr. Dunton very sick, did not have the 
fatal effect expected. Soon afteradminister- 
ing it Dr. Scudder left the office, and within 
ten minutes Mr. Dunton was seized witha 
sickness, which in many ways resembled 
paralysis, and from the effects of which he 
has not yet fully recovered. 

Folled in this attempt Dr. Scudder at once 
mapped out a new line of action. He sudden- 
ly became very attentive to his mother-in- 
law and suggested to her that it was only 
right that she should make some small be- 
quests in her wlll torelatives whom she had 
overlooked. This struck the old lady asa 
good idea, and as the poisoning of Mr. Dun- 
ton was not then suspected, she instructed 
Dr. Scudder to havea new willdrawnup by 
which Mr. Dunton would retain his life inter- 
estin her estate, but about $10,000 would be 
divided among needy relations. The docu- 
ment was taken to Mrs. Dunton on Feb. 19 b 
Dr. Scudder and she signed it, with nimself, 
his 14-year. oid daughter and a young niece as 
witnesses. When the old lady signed 
this wlll Dr. Scudder had another in his 
pocket, by which all the property was given 
unconditionally to his wife, but this second 
will lacked the signatures of maker and wit- 
nesses, These, however, were supplied in 
an original and very clever manner. Going 
down stairs by himself, Dr. Scudder forged 
Mrs. Dunton’s name to the bogus willand 
then wrote his own inthe proper placeasa 
witness. He next called the young girls 
down tothe parlor, and then told them they 
would bave to sign their names as witnesses 
tothe will over again, as they had put them 
in the wrong place before. Suspecting 
nothing wrong, the children did so, and thus 
the climax for which he had planned in 
getting Mrs. Dunton tochange her will was 
reached. It was his intention at first to 
hide both the wills and say nothing until Mrs. 
Dunton died, when he would produce the 
forged will and thus secure the property. 
The thought that there was danger that the 
children might mention the fact of re-signing 
the willand thus arouse suspicion, came to 
him, however, and he decided that Mrs. 
Dunton must be put outof the way. Satur- 
day, Feb. 20, Dr. Scudder was in Justice Fos- 
ter’s court under arrest ona charge of hav- 
ing assaulted a former business partner, and 
in order to secure a continuance he told the 
Justice that his mother-in-law was on her 
death-bed; that she could not live over a day 
and he would have to take her i:emains to 
Wisconsin for burtal. He got the continn- 
ance, butat that very time he knew that 
Mrs. Dunton was in no more immediate dan- 
ger of death than she had been for weeks. 

THE GREAT CRIME. 

The next day, Sunday, Feb. 21, he went to 
the home of the Duntons on Aidine Square 
and beat Mrs. Dunton: onthe head with an 
obstetrical instrument wrapped in white 
cloth, And here the most curious part of the 
whole story lies. The murder was witnessed 
by Hannah Johnson, a domestic, and told to 
others of the family. But no one of these 
people said anything for nerrly two weeks! 
A physician was called and found Mrs. 
Dunton insensible and dying from 
afractured skull. He clipped away her 
hair and discovered five terrible gashes 
in her head, anyone of which would 
cause death. The death certificate which 
was granted, however, made no mention of 
this. * ‘Organic heart disease, ** according to 
his record, was the cause of death. Under- 
taker Russ sent an assistant named Brezee 
(who is now missing) tolay out the body. It 
was placed in the casket and sealed. Nobody 
was allowed to look at the body, which was 
sent to Janesville, Wis., for burial. It was 
not until Tuesday March 1, nearly two 
weeks after the murder, that an exposes was 
made. On that day Dr. Scudder cailea upon 
Mr. Dunton and told him he had a will which 
gave the property to his wife. Then Mr. 
Dunton ordered himout of the house. In 
following up this theory the prosecution 
will insist upon explanations on the stand 
from the four peoplie—Hannah Johnson, Mr, 
Duntoa, Mr. Levitt and Undertaker Russ. 

CLATMED TO BE INSANE. 

Dr. Scudder was arrested Wednesday, 
March 1, on @ warrant issued by Justice bray- 
ton based on anafidavit in which Hannah 
Johnson swears that she saw Mrs. Dunton 
mater: facts which follow are fully 
as in their way as the crime 
itself. oy hen taken into custody at his home 
Dr. er claimed to be sick and unable to 
go out and ithe officer considerately allowed 
him to remain in bisroom.

CUDDER’S EARLY LIFE 

The high social standing of the accused 
made the case one of great interest. Dr. 
Scudder wasthe son of the venerable ex- 
poses of Plymouth Congregational Church 

this city. He wasa slim, spare man of 40, 
with a high forehead and a clean-cut intel- 
lectual face. Possessed of great nervous 
force and energy, he has been a leader among 
men. His eyes were gels and penetrating, 
he had a determined-looking mouth and a 
nose which is usually Suppo posed to De- 
token a philanthropist. is standing 
asa physician was high and few menof his 
years have hada more extended or success- 
ful practice. He graduated from Yale and 
studied medicine in all the noted colle ro 
and hospitals in New York, Paris, Lon 
and Berlin. fle was born in India while bis 
parents were there on missionary work and 
returned there after his first .marriage in 
1873, remaining in Areot and Madras until 

, when he decided to come Dack to Amer- 

In 1885 he was made chief physician 
of the great Armour Mission in Cnhi- 
cago and had been a member of the 
Advisory Committee and an officer of 
the Sunday-school ever since. Dr. Scudder 
was alsothe head obstetrician at st. Lukxe’s 
Hospital, chief surgeon of the Mutual Accli- 
dent Association of the Northwest, and medl- 
cal director of the Chicago Guaranty Fund Life 
Society. Nobody ever questioned his sanity 
until after his arrest, and while he has done 
many things since his arrest which look like 
the actions of a crazy man, he has also Deen 
very shrewd on vita points. He has assaulted 
his fellow prisoners and choked his aged 
father, andon the other hand he refused to 
talk about the murder and gave notice that 
he would not offer the forged will for probate. 

THE FAMILY NOTIFIED. 

Itwas 8 o’clock this morning when Dr. 
Scudder’s brother, Rev. Mr. Scudder, and 
his wife'were apprised of his death. They 
were found at Rev. Scudder’s residence on 
Thirty-third street, near Wailace. Mr. Scud- 
der was first informed. He realized that the 
message about to be deliveredto him brought 
sad news, and his first inquiry was concern- 
ing his brother. 

oe anything the matter with Henry?’’ he 
as 

He was told that he had died inthe County 
Jail, and at the announcement Mr. Scudder’s 
face suddenly paled. He sprang from his 
chair, paced the floor for a moment and then 
took his seat again without having uttered a 
word. 

‘*So my brother isdead,’’ he exclaimed at 
oa in an abstracted way. ‘‘l had expected 
this.’’ 

After Mr. Scudder had recovered trom the 
first sudfen shock of the news, he was able 
to talk with clearness about his brother’s 
death. Hedid so before he notified his sis- 
ter-in law, who was sleeping in an upstairs 
room, 

‘*My impressionis that he committed suli- 
cide. For several months he bad evinced 
suicidalitendencies, and in fact we all be- 
lieved that he could not betrusted alone. He 
often toh! his wife he would kill himself some 
day and was subject to spells of despondency 
that seemed to increase in violence. Mrs. 
Scudder always tried to cheer him and would 
often succeed, but there still remained the old 
desire inhis mind. He would say that he 
would some day throw himself under the 
wheels of a railroad train rather than live.’’ 

‘*How do you thing he secured the mor- 
eet on the supposition, of.course, that 

is death was caused by morphine polson- 
ing?’’ was asked. 

‘*l certainly do not Know,’’ Mr. Scudder 
replied with emphasis. ‘*He was never given 
any morphine to my knowlege, althoughIi 
believe he did take a drug knuwn as sulphinal 
toinduce sleep. When he was first taken 
to the hospital Dr. Noble noticed the 
evidences of suicidal tendency, and after he 
was removeil tothe county jail I cautioned 
the officers to guard against any possibility 
of him killing himself. We feared he might 
throw away his food and starve himself to 
death, but that we thought would be detected 
by the attendants. Henry had great difmf- 
culty in getting his breath at times, and it Is 
possible his death may have been caused by 
heart failure.’ 

‘*‘When did you last see your brother?’’ 

‘*Yesterday. 1told him he was looking un- 
usually well, and he seemed pleased Dy the 
remark. He wrote a letter to his wife, which 
seemed to cheer her up.’’ 

Mr. Scudder then excused himself for 
a few moments, saying he wop uld go up-stairs 
and awaken Mrs. Scudder. hat transpired 
in her room is known only to her brother and 
herself. There was one scream that re- 
sounded through the house—a scream that 
bore evidence of a heart whose chords had 
been suddenly snapped by the news thata 
loved one was dead. Mrs: Scudder sank back 
on her pillow helpless in her grief.

THE JOHN HOFFMAN CASE. 


The Charges Against Conrad Farner and 
Wade Hampton Continued Generally. 


The continuance generally, inthe Court of 
Criminal Correction, yesterday, of the pro- 
ceeding against Conrad Farner and Wade 
Hampton, charged with assault and bat- 


teryon John anc Isabel Hoffman, directs 
attention again to one of the most curious as 
well as mysterious cases of recent occur- 
rence in St. Louls. An alleged attempt at 
blackmail was embodied in thecase. The 
story is that last March when Mr. John Hoft- 
man was on what proved to be his dying bed, 
Farner and Hampton forcibly entered the 
chamber and attempted to forcp from Hoff- 


Pman the payment of money on the pretext 


that he had been intimate with Farner’s 
wife while she was working for Mrs. Hoff- 
man, It was averred that Farner 
and Hampton conducted themselves so 
violently as to hasten Hoffman’s 
death. Charges were preferred against them; 
but after several continuances the case was 
dismissed yesterday by consent. 

Judge Laughlin, attorney for Mrs. Hoffman, 
could not be seen this morning in reference 
tothe continuance, and why his client as- 


sented to what ifs virtually a dismissal 
of the proceeeding. Mrs. Hoffman, 
who still lives at the residence of 


her late husband, was, howvever,interviewed. 
She said that the difficulty of bringing Farner 
and Hampton to trial was what prompted 
the dropping of the case. On two occasions 
when the case cameup, she alleged, Farner 
was in St. Vincent’s Asylum, and she inti- 
mated that he found it convenient to become 
@ patient about those times. As a trial 
seemed to beso hard to obtain the case was 
contirued, but it would not be discontinued; 
Should, however, the present prosecution be 
abandoned would be to allow 
the substitution of another and 
a graver charge—assault with intent to kill— 
for it, she sal was herconviction that the 
visit of Farner and Hampton hastened her 
husband’s death, perhaps was the cause of 
it, foron the day. in question he had been 
much better and seemed likely to recover. In 
response toa question, Mrs. Hoffman denied 
receiving anything from the other side as a 
consideration for yesterday’s continuance 
generally. Money, she said, was not an issue 


in this case. 

Mrs. Hoffman repeated her belief in the in- 
nocence of her husband and Mrs.Farner in the 
charges made by Farnerand Hampton, and 
added that, even now, she wished she might 
be of service to Mrs. F arner, who,she thought 
had been persuaded by others into claiming 
a guilty intimacy with Mr. Hoffman.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Liberal Election Victory in Italy—Crispi 
Cheered. 

RomMeE, June 21.—When the results of the 
elections for municipal officers became gen- 
erally knownacrowd gathered in front of 
the residence of ex-Prime Minister Crispl, 


cessful candidates, and gave him an ovation. 
The crowd noisily celebrated the Liberal vic- 
tory and amid the cheers for the successful 
candidates could be heard cries 
of ‘‘Long live Crispi;’’ ‘*‘Down with 
the clericals;’’ ‘‘Down with the Pope.’’

In the Chamber of Deputies yesterday 
Premier Giolitti announced that the financial 
situation had greatly improved and that a 
balance between revenue and expenditure 
would shortly be attained. After this state- 
ment a bill granting the government supplies 
for six months was approved by a vote of 99 
to 16. 


CHINA BOYCOTTING AMERICANS. 
BERLIN, June 21.—A Shanghai corre- 
spondent says: It is unlikely that the Pekin 
Government will take serious notice of the 
Geary bill, although in the event of further 
claims being made for damages resulting 
trom the injury of American missionary 
property China will not hurry to make 
monetary reparation, as hitherto. In Pekin 
and the North the people are indifferent, but 
in Canton and the South, whence the bulk qf 
the emigrants are drawn, the commercial 
classes denounce America and endeavor to 
boycott American goods, especially Kerosene 
which is being supplanted by Russian oil.
